A majority of all "contactees" become terrified by these tac¬ 
tics and do break contact* Those who are not frightened off are 
subjected to stopped up persecutions. They may even be kidnapped 
by three men in a black car ( it is nearly always three men) and 
treated to a sinister "brainv/ashing" which involves the use of 'some 
special drug or hypnotic technique. V/hen the victim is released 
he or she suffers from amnesia and nauseua and is often mentally 
confused for several days afterv/ard. All such victims have a black 
EYE when released . Which suggests that physical contact of a vio- 
lent nature is a necessary part of the "brainwashing" treatment. 
Very fev; "contactees" are anxious to repoat that experience, and so 
they break off contact. Ihe handful of "contactees" v/ho remain in 
touch with other groups u£ter undergoing such treatment are In real 
trouble. Most of them disappear eventually, leaving behind bewil¬ 
dered families and friends. Some become involved In elaborate le¬ 
gal frameups: i.e. "Contactee A" is found murdered and extensive 
evidence is left behind to incriminate "contactee B". 

Of course, this is not true in all cases. Today there are 
thousands of "silent contactees" throughout the world and many of 
them never have any trouble with the MIB. They are random contact¬ 
ees and are not important in the genetic experiments being conduct¬ 
ed by the UFO groups. Some are accidental contactees ( although 
they are few in number), and some are simply rejects. 

The Men In Black are professional terrorists and among their 
many duties is the harassment of the UFO researchers v/ho become in¬ 
volved In cases which might reveal too much of the truth. The MIB 
are also assigned to suppress any kind of evidence which might ac- 
cfcdentl|: fall into the hands of Innocent people ... such as photos. 
Pi eces of metal, etc. They also frequently interviev/ Ydtnes3es 
in well- publicized sightings to detominc if those witnesses might 
be potential "contactees", or if they might be involved in genetic

Certain UPO Groups now attempting to establish contact on a 
large scale pose a definite throut to the group ropresentated by 
the MIB and it is vitally inport ant to then that’ such contacts be 
held to an absolute minimum. 'Eius, as the contacting groups inten¬ 
sify their activities ( and they have done so in recent years ) the 
MIB must also intensify theirs. This means that greater number of 
MIB must be introduced in order to compete with the activities of 
the opposing groups.

One of the iron- 
ea of all this is that no polioejaan in his right mind associates 
black cars, kidnappers, amnesia victims, and black eyes with the UPO 
phenomena. Many of these cases never filter down from the local 
police departments. Neither the F.B.I. or any other central govern¬ 
ment agency is engaged in collecting infomation on these aspects.

Alamosa, Colorado - The mystorious demise of Snippy the horse - 
whether at the hands of celestial varmints in a flying saucer or 
earthbound critters - has summoned forth tales of other strange 
happenings in Colorado.

E XPE RT S STUDY RADIO S I GNALS FR OM SPACE 

A group of syysterious radic signals coming from space has 
many of the properties scientists believe would characterize mess¬ 
ages from other"worlds, a Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
physicist said last week. 

The signals are intense and sharply tuned * They issue from 
restricted regions of space. They have electric and magnetic field 
in an orderly array. They may vary with time. 

Although noting there is no evidence the radiation really is 
interstellar signalling, and that he was not saying it was, Alan 
H. Barrett said the observation can nevertheless he viewed as - 
"suggestive"• 

Many properties of the signals, which are generated by hy¬ 
droxyl radicals, combinations of hydrogen and cyygen atoms, ate 
NOT well accounted for by standard theory, Earrett said. And - 
scientists suggest the properties are just those which signals 
would require in order to carry intelligible messages economically 
over vast interstellar distances. 

Barrett was part of a group of radio astronomers who discov¬ 
ered the hydroxyl radicals iOH) in space in 1963, paving the way 
for an increasing amount of observation, speculation ana perplex¬ 
ity. 

"Is it possible", he asks, "that we are getting close 

to "dectection of a vast interstellar communicat¬ 
ions network."

A scientist reports new evidence suggesting the possibility of 
life on other planets, or, if there proves to be n« life there, 
the possibility that it can bet ransplanted from earth. Plant 
physiologist Sanford M. Siegel of the University of Hawaii told 
the recent 18th Annual meeting of the American Institute of Bio¬ 
logical Sciences that he has r aised GARDEN BEANS and CUCUMBERS 
from seed in atmospheres with as little as one per cent OXYGEN, 

ONION AND GARLIC SEED germinate in atmospheres containing 50 per 
cent or more of AMMONIA gas. Atmospheres of planets like Jupiter 
are thought to contain ammonia. Some plants show increased resis¬ 
tance to cold when exposed to nearly oxygen-free atmospheres, even 
down to minus 22 degrees Fahrenheit, 

From green plants and fungi to little green men with antennae is 
admittedly a long way. But - there may be more surprises await¬ 
ing. us in outer space than are dreamed of by our current thech- 
nology.

GRAVITY BREAKTHROUGH 

A University of Maryland scientist is using a ton-and-a-half. al¬ 
uminum cylinder to search for waves of gravitational energy he be¬ 
lieves are streaming here from space.
